1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance : 

With respect to claim 16 - Absent any teaching showing a method of bonding opposing 
silicon-containing surfaces comprising, in sequence, contacting the opposing surfaces with a 
solution of nitric acid, contacting the opposing surfaces with a solution having a pH greater than 
8 comprising ammonium hydroxide, potassium hydroxide or sodium hydroxide, placing the 
opposing surfaces in contact with each other, and heating the opposing surfaces to a temperature 
less than 300°C per se, this claim is allowable. 

Also note the rejection of claims 16 and 18 under provisional obviousness-type double 
patenting as being upatentable over the claims in copending application 10/035,358 as set forth 
in paragraphs 30-31 of the previous office action dated 1/26/04, has been withdrawn in light of 
the amendment filed in the '358 application on 4/26/04.
